Princess opens f ^ n s 8un 
research centre 'evoked 


PRINCESS Anne enjoyed the opportunity 
to spend time in a 3D simulator during the 
official opening of an £11 million technol¬ 
ogy research centre in Northampton. 

The Newton Building, in St George’s Avenue, has 
been redeveloped by The University of Northamp¬ 
ton to become the new home for its School of Sci¬ 
ence and Technology. 

A greeting party, including Professor Nick Pet- 
ford, vice-chancellor of the university, Baroness 
Falkner of Margravine, the university’s chancel¬ 
lor, and Lady Juliet Townsend, Lord Lieutenant of 
Northamptonshire, showed the Princess around the 
facility on Tuesday. 

The Princess Royal, who is a patron of WISE, an 
organisation that campaigns to get more women 
into science, engineering and construction, un¬ 
veiled a plaque in her name in the main hall of the 
building. 

Prof Petford said the princess had been particu¬ 
larly impressed with NVision, a five-screened im¬ 
mersive 3D visualisation room which provides 
specialist services to help companies develop and 
promote their products. 

He said: “She was keen that the university should 
promote science and technology to the youngsters 
in the local community. 

“For me it is fantastic for the university to get 
such a high-profile person to open this new facility. 

“It is such an innovative site which has only just 
started out. 

“I think Nvision has a great future and will lead 
to some very high standards of teaching and work 
with well-known organisations.”

She said the weapons and ammu¬ 
nition should only be available for 
supply to the Home Office Science 
and Development branch. She said 
the firm also breached rules about 
the transportation of the XI2 de¬ 
vices and ammunition. 

Northamptonshire Police, who 
investigated the case on behalf of 
the Government, last night said it 
is was considering whether to take 
“further action” against the firm, 
which is based at Cottesbrooke 
Park. The XI2 Tasers can deliver 
up to 20 seconds of electric shock 
in bullet-like capsules. 

Pro-Tect Systems said it could 
not comment while an investiga¬ 
tion was on-going.

THE "world's biggest Liv¬ 
erpool fan" has had his 
lifelong dream come true 
after meeting his football 
heroes less than 12 hours 
after they were humbled 
by Northampton Town. 

Danny Brown, aged 41, who 
has Down’s Syndrome, was given 
a surprise trip to Liverpool’s Mel- 
wood training ground last Thurs¬ 
day morning, the day after the 
Cobblers shocked the Premier¬ 
ship heavyweights at Anfield. 

Danny’s mum, Eileen, said: 
“All his life he has followed Liv¬ 
erpool. 

“Liverpool have been every¬ 
thing to him. He worships foot¬ 
ball, especially Liverpool. He has 
written many times but never 
heard anything back.” 

Eileen contacted the Honey 
Rose Foundation, a charity that 
raises money and organises spe¬ 
cial days for people aged over 40. 

Then, last Monday, completely 
out of the blue, Eileen received a 
call saying the charity was about 
to make Danny’s dreams come 
true. 

She said: “They phoned me up 
and said we could be at Melwood, 
Liverpool’s training ground, at 
8.30am on Thursday.” However, 
the previous night, the Cobblers 
shocked the five time European 
champions in the third round of 
the Carling Cup. 

Eileen said: “They put us up 
in a hotel and the next morning 
we got a taxi there. We didn’t 
tell Daniel where we were going 
because we wanted it to be a sur¬ 
prise. 

“When we got to Melwood he 
realised where we were straight 
away and he leapt out of the car 
and started running towards the 
ground.” 

Inside Danny was taken to the 
canteen, where he sat until his 
heroes started walking in. 

Eileen said: “Suddenly Dan¬ 
ny’s eyes popped out of his head 
and Steven Gerrard walked up to 
him and said: ‘Hello Danny, how 
are you?’. I can’t describe how it 


was. It was unbelievable. 

“Considering they had been 
beaten by the Cobblers the night 
before, the way they were with 
Danny left me gobsmacked.” 

Danny was given VIP treat¬ 
ment for the day, being shown 
around Anfield, posing for photo¬ 
graphs with the players and even 
quizzing Liverpool manager Roy 


Hodgson about what had gone 
wrong the night before. Before 
leaving he got all the players to 
sign his shirt. 

Eileen said: “Every time I talk 
about it or see a photo it brings 
me to tears. I can’t thank the Hon¬ 
ey Rose Foundation enough. 

“It was a dream come true, an 
absolute dream come true.”

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‘Market 
trade has 
dropped’ 


A SURVEY of traders on 
Northampton's Market 
Square has revealed 63 
per cent are now taking 
less money than they 
were 18 months ago. 

The survey was carried out 
by the traders themselves to 
see if Northampton Borough 
Council’s push to hold more 
events on the square had 
boosted trade. 

Of the 75 regular traders 
from the market, 45 took part 
in the survey, with 63 per cent 
saying they were taking less 
money now than they were 
in March 2009 and 53 per cent 
saying they did not believe 
the events had brought in 
extra trade. 

The secretary of the 
Northampton Market 

Traders’ Association, Keith 
Westhead, runs a book stall 
on the market. 

He said: “The basic feeling 
is that the events haven’t 
helped trade. 

“They have attracted 
more people into the town, 
but they’re not necessarily 
shoppers. 

“We do realise we’re in the 
middle of a recession, but 
markets are supposed to do 
better in a recession as people 
come to us for bargains. So we 
really should be doing quite 
well.” 

The market trader added 
a number of long-established 
traders had quit the market 
in the past year and pointed 
out further results of the 
survey which suggested 
traders wanted free parking 
days to be introduced in 
Northampton to encourage 
more shoppers to come into 
the town. 

But defending the hundreds 
of thousands of pounds the 
borough council had spent on 
the market in the past couple 
of years, a spokesman for 
the organisation argued the 
number of people visiting the

square was actually up. 

She said: “We know 
markets across England are 
being challenged by different 
shopping habits and the 
council has put considerable 
investment into the Market 
Square, including improving 
the environment and 
organising events. 

“This summer we have 
seen the pride of lions, Britain 
in Bloom and other events, 
which have helped create a 
real buzz in the town. 

“There has been a steady 
increase in footfall and good 
feedback from visitors and 
businesses. 

“Footfall figures have 
shown that 73,438 more people 
visited the Market Square in 
the 13 weeks between June 21 
and September 19 compared 
with the same period in 2009, 
a 5.2 per cent increase.” 

She added: “Northampton 
Market Square is the heart 
of the town and we are 
committed to the traditional 
market and creating the right 
conditions for it and all others 
to do well.”

WORK on a Momentous' 
sports and leisure complex 
in Duston can finally begin 
after four years of protract¬ 
ed negotiations.

Everyone in 
Duston should be very excited.” 

The site has been left empty 


since British Timken closed it in 
2001 and five years later it was se¬ 
verely damaged by fire. 

According to the plans, the 
complex will be constructed 
around the metal structure that 
survived the fire and should take 
between 10 and 12 months to com¬ 
plete. An agreement was made 
with developers Bellway Homes 
and David Wilson Homes when 


they acquired the British Tim¬ 
ken sites to redevelop the centre. 
They will foot the bill of the con¬ 
struction with section 106 money, 
with the parish council providing 
the furnishings. 

The centre will be named the 
Liz Tavener Sports Complex, af¬ 
ter the late parish, borough and 
county councillor who began 
campaigning for it in 2001.

COBBLERS chairman 
David Cardoza has 
hailed last Wednesday 
night's "unbelievable" 
win at Anfield, saying 
the victory will allow 
him to "pay the bills for 
the rest of the season". 

The club’s coffers are ex¬ 
pected to be swelled by up to 
£150,000 following the Carling 
Cup third round shock win 
over football giants Liver¬ 
pool. 

Sixfields bosses will receive 
around half the gate receipts 
from the match, which at¬ 
tracted an attendance of 22,577 
people, including 5,000 Cob¬ 
blers fans. 

The club is also hoping to 
have raised cash through in¬ 
creased sales at the club shop 
and special merchandise pro¬ 
duced for the match. 

Mr Cardoza, who described 
watching the match as “like 
doing 15 rounds with Mike Ty¬ 
son”, said he was now hoping 
for another money-spinning 
trip in the next round. 

He also said he hoped the 
next round would be tele¬ 
vised. 

Mr Cardoza said: “It means 
we can pay our bills on time 


for a little while. 

“There is no money in 
League Two football so this is 
a welcome boost. 

“In a sense it didn’t matter if 
we had won or lost because we 
were getting the money from 
the gate receipts, but it now 
means we get the next round 
and it is very good news in 
that respect.” 

The draw for the fourth 
round of the cup will be held 
tomorrow lunchtime, when 
fans will be hoping to draw 
the likes of giants Arsenal or 
Manchester United. Former 
Cobblers board member, 
Tony Clarke, said an away 
trip to Manchester United, if 
it was shown live on televi¬ 
sion, could earn the club as 
much as £500,000. 

He said: “The Cobblers 
have a total wage bill, for all 
the players, in the region of 
£1.2 million so we can say 
that the Liverpool game 
will have brought in about 
a sixth of that. We are in the 
hat for the draw on Saturday 
and hopefully we will get an¬ 
other big team. The big issue 
is the television, because we 
could be looking at another 
£150,000 just from the televi¬ 
sion rights.”

AN AWARD-WINNING 
entrepreneur from North¬ 
ampton who started his 
business less than two 
years ago with a market 
stall in Waterloo is set to 
open his first restaurant 
in London's Covent Gar¬ 
den. 

Matthew Crawford set up 
Easy Nuh, a business selling 
Caribbean food, after being 
made redundant from his job in 
the City in January last year. 

Together with his fiancee 
and business partner Natalie 
Wedderburn, the 31-year-old 
has seen the business go from 
strength to strength over the 
past year-and-a-half. 

The pair, who both have par¬ 
ents who originate from the Car¬ 
ibbean, now plan to open their 
first restaurant - Easy Nuh Or¬ 
gasmic Caribbean Cuisine - in 
a prestigious spot in London’s 
Covent Garden. 

Mr Crawford explained: 
“Once I knew redundancy was 
coming I started to plan for what 
I was going to do next. I had al¬ 
ways been entrepreneurial but 
a lot of my ideas weren’t that 
great and people would say they 
were harebrained schemes. 
But when I came up with the 
idea for a market stall selling 
Caribbean food there was a re¬ 
ally positive reaction. 

“I used the money from my 
last pay packet, which was only 
about £1,500, to set up the busi¬ 
ness. I knew there was a gap in 
the market but it kicked off in 
a bigger way than I could ever 
have imagined.” 

Together with his fiancee, Mr 
Crawford set up market stalls 
in Waterloo in London and in 
Gillingham and Canterbury. As 
time went on, the pair, who both 
originate from Northampton 
but now live in Kent, were also 
asked to cater music events, 


weddings and parties. 

The business became such 
a success it won a Make Your 
Mark In The Markets entre¬ 
preneurial award in June last 
year, but the biggest prize was 
to come when a chance meeting 
with fellow entrepreneur Serge 
Bueno in Covent Garden led to 
an offer of shop space to open 
their first restaurant. 

The couple, who have two 
children - Reyce, aged nine, 
and Jaidon, aged four - will 
take over the lower ground 
floor of Mr Bueno’s shop in the 
area for their latest venture - a 
raw food and vegan Caribbean 
takeaway. 

And their partnership with 
Mr Bueno will not stop there, as 
the pair have taken on the UK 
arm of his business Tribe, an 
online social community where 
budding entrepreneurs can bid 
for funding. Together they hope 
to take a franchise linking Tribe 
stores and the Easy Nuh restau¬ 
rant global, having already re¬ 
ceived interest from countries 
including Australia, the US and 
Canada. 

Mr Crawford said: “We keep 
pinching each other and our¬ 
selves. It seems so surreal that 
this is happening. There’s a lot 
to do but we are up for the chal¬ 
lenge. We’re just trying to keep 
our feet on the ground with so 
much fantastic stuff happen¬ 
ing.”

IF anything is going to encourage Marcus Brigstocke to look 
on the brighter side of life, it will be his part in comedy leg¬ 
end Eric Idle’s touring show Spamalot, which is currently 
at Northampton’s Royal & Derngate. 

Because, even though the 37-year-old is now an estab¬ 
lished name in the UK comedy circuit, the source of his 
humour and comment has been known to stem from 
some dark and serious subjects. 

Climate change, religious extremism, immigra¬ 
tion and the compensation culture range among the 
many topics to be given the Brigstocke treatment. 
And even Marcus himself sounds a little relieved 
to be appearing in something as irreverent as Monty 
Python’s Spamalot. 

The comedian and Radio 4 presenter told the 
Chron: “It has been amazing. I was only supposed 
to be in it for a few months. I think most comedians 
are Monty Python fans; you just have to be, it goes 
with the territory.

He recalled: “It is very hard to be an actor, it is 
hard to be cast in things. I started writing my own 
material and realised I had a talent for that. 

“I have been doing stand-up now for the last 15 or 
16 years and that has been the base for what I have 
done.” 

Today Marcus is a frequent face on British TV, 
and his voice will be familiar to many radio listen¬ 
ers. 

A regular on Radio 4, he has worked on Just A 
Minute, as well as being known for writing and 
recording three series and four specials of the hit 
show Giles Wemmbley-Hogg Goes Off. 

He has also contributed to TV shows including 
Argumental, The Late Edition, I’ve Never Seen 
Star Wars, Have I Got News for You, QI and the 11 
O’clock Show. 

But it was one rant about religion that Marcus 
delivered during Radio 4’s The Now Show which 
prompted debate from atheists and Christians alike 
- a show which has become the subject of a new 
book he is currently writing. 

He commented: “I think a lot of attention was 
paid to my views of religion. 

“I tend to get asked a lot of questions about that.” 

He continued: “I can’t be religious, I can’t find a 
version of God I can believe in and that I don’t’ find 
appalling. Atheism is not something in itself that 
has made me happy, it is just a state I find myself 
in.” 

He continued: “The source of my comedy has to 
be something I care about, if not then I have noth¬ 
ing to say about it, I don’t tend to do the traditional 
difference between men and women or mum in law 


jokes. It is my job to research things and find out 
about them and if you find out about things and 
don’t care about them, you are looking into the 
wrong things.” 

Climate change is another subject about which 
Marcus is enthusiastic. 

He said: “I have been to the Arctic on different 
occasions to work with climate scientists to do my 
research myself and I have seen it and I have read 
several books on climate change.” 

One sure fire way to make Marcus annoyed 
seems to be commenting on climate change with¬ 
out doing the research; something of which, he 
says, many people are guilty. 

“They are not well researched enough to make 
comments on something as complicated as climate 
science. 

“It makes me sick when people who have done 
no science work at all and no research say T don’t 
think it is happening’ -1 know lots of politicians 
who do it.” 

Marcus has his opinions and is not afraid to ex¬ 
press them, but he still manages to see the humour 
in life and has a lot of faith in the ability of today’s 
British comedians. 

He said: “Some people think comedy isn’t as 
good and it used to be, but really it is better than 
ever. There are lot of unique American acts who 
are really good and raise the bar for anyone else 
and we have some of the best stand ups in the UK 
now.”

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‘Channel swim 
was hellish’ 



A PARAPLEGIC man from 
Northampton has become 
the first European with a 
fractured spine to swim 
across the English Channel. 

James Wood, of Woolston Close, 
Lake View, managed to complete 
the ultimate swimming endur¬ 
ance feat in 14 hours and 20 min¬ 
utes, reaching France at 11.30pm 
on Wednesday. 

The 39-year-old, who is para¬ 
lysed from the chest down fol¬ 
lowing a motorbike crash in 1990, 
said: “I feel very elated. I’ve had 
a great response from my friends 
and family. It’s quite surreal that I 
have done it and when I look back 
I will not have any particularly 
fond memories as parts of it were 
absolute hell.” 

Mr Wood took a six-month sab¬ 
batical from his job as a lawyer 
to focus on the channel swim and 
carried out a six-month training 
programme created by Olympic 
sport scientist Professor Greg 
Whyte. 

He said: “When I got to France 
it was a great relief and I felt over¬ 
whelmed. By that stage I was hal¬ 
lucinating and I was fantasising 
about being back in the hotel. It 
really took me to the end of my 
physical ability. 

“No amount of preparation can 
prepare you for the challenging 
conditions. When you swim in 
lakes or the sea in practice you 
tend to be in a restricted area. 

“When you are swimming the 
channel you are wading through a 
busy shipping channel with mas¬ 


sive swells which moved me all 
over the place. As I do not have 
the use of my legs I had no ‘rudder’ 
control so even when I stopped for 
my respite breaks I was being 
smacked against the boat. It was 
three hours of hell until I got into 
what’s known as the ‘dead zone’ 
where my progress picked up. 
As I got near to the coast the tide 
changed and my swimming speed 
slowed.” 

Mr Wood suffered a compound 
fracture to his spine after he fell 
off his motorbike and landed awk¬ 
wardly on a wall in Exmouth, Dev-

his chest down. 

As well as the obvious risks 
faced by all swimmers such as 
being stung by jellyfish, sea sick¬ 
ness, passing tankers and swelling 
of the throat from swallowing salt 
water, Mr Wood’s spinal injury 
made him particularly suscepti¬ 
ble to the risk of hypothermia. 

He is hoping to raise thousands 
of pounds for the Spinal Injuries 
Association from his channel 
swim.

(Billy Crudup) ends in acri¬ 
mony and she seeks temporary 
refuge with best friend Delia 
(Viola Davis) before pursuing 
a divorce. 

A brief dalliance with an actor 
called David (James Franco) 
convinces her to embark on a 
year-long odyssey. 

Liz heads to Rome where she 
makes friends with Swedish 
beauty Sofi (Tuva Novotny), 
language teacher Giovanni 
(Luca Argentero) and their 
coterie, and rediscovers her 
passion for food. 

“Ruin is the road to transfor¬ 
mation,” Liz surmises, heading 
next to India to an Ashram to 
find inner peace. 

A Texan called Richard 
(Richard Jenkins) teaches her 
the basics about food hygiene 
- “Never touch anything ex¬ 
cept yourself’ - and a touching 
friendship with 17-year-old In¬ 
dian girl Tulsi (Rushita Singh), 
who is about to enter an ar¬ 
ranged marriage, reminds Liz 


of her own wedding day. 
Returning to Bali, just as 
Ketut predicted, Liz contin¬ 
ues to search for food for her 
wounded soul, including a 
very pleasant flirtation with 
divorced father Felipe (Javier 
Bardem). 

As the title suggests, East Pray 
Love is bookmarked into chap¬ 
ters of gastronomic, spiritual 
and romantic fulfilment, with 
occasional flashbacks. 

Roberts is luminous against 
breathtaking locations includ¬ 
ing all of Rome’s landmarks 
and colourful, sun-nourished 
eastern landscapes. 

With the exception of Crudup, 
male co-stars have sufficient 
screen time to make an impact, 
especially Jenkins, who boasts 
the film’s most emotionally 
devastating sequence. 

At 140 minutes, Eat Pray Love 
is not a short-haul flight of 
fantasy and certainly by the 
end of Liz’s scoffing, soul- 
searching and swooning, audi¬ 
ences might well be feeling 
jet-lagged. 

If it was writer-director Mur¬ 
phy’s intention that we would 
emerge from the cinema feel¬ 
ing like we had spent an entire 
year on the road with his lead 
actress, he succeeds. 

If only he’d taken advice from 
his hit TV series, Nip/Tuck, 
and performed a little cosmetic 
surgery on his script.

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N EW music venue The Sound- 
house has opened its doors 
in Northampton. 

The venue is already amassing an 
impressive line-up of bands playing 
before the end of the year with Set 
Your Goals, Failsafe and a DJ set 
by hardcore punks Gallows among 
the highlights. 

Adam East and Matt Johnson, the 
duo behind the Gold Street venue, 
plans to not only establish a new 
venue in the town but also build a 
community of new music fans. 

“I’ve been promoting locally since I 
was 14 and Matt’s being doing it for 
four years,” explains Adam. 

“I think a lot of Northampton has 
gone stagnant, live music and club 
music.

Mallinder 
looking at 
positives 

JIM MALLINDER says defeat to Sara¬ 
cens hasn’t undone a good start to the 
season - especially if Saints can beat 
Exeter on Saturday. 

A bonus-point win over the Premier¬ 
ship’s new boys could see Saints go 
back to the top as the league goes un¬ 
der wraps while there is two weeks of 
Heineken Cup rugby. 

And that would amount to a seri¬ 
ously good start to the campaign as 
Saints have had to take on three of 
last season’s top four, plus a trip to 
Harlequins where they hadn’t won for 
six years. 

It was a frightening run of games 
and though defeat at Saracens has 
ended Saints’ unbeaten start to the 
season, garnering 14 points from 
them is as much as could have been 
expected.
